Mr Train, it will bo remomborod by 
onr English readers, was tho origin

"where he met — to the diabredit of the 
■low-coach London munioipnliby, be it 
gaid — .with no favor, and ultiraatcly 
abandoned tbo oniorprieo. Mr Train 
is a shrewd, calculating, wideiiwako 
man, wlio has been in uciivo buBinoBu 
since a boy, and bas Inivt-llc'd over 
nearly the wholo civilized world. 
His opinion is tlioreforo outitlod to 
■weight, and is well worth reading by 
thoBO hero who lu-e in ibo bubit of 
lauding AmoricLin fiimnoiars to the 
ekios and ioolitihly imagining Lb it all 
the wisdom and abilily loi't in tlio world 
has settled down within tlio bortleca 
of the Eepublio. Tlio Atr cricivua 
arc a great people. Their enter- 
prise and growth arc Irulp^^^won- 
dorfnl; but their public iiioir^9!i;o no 
nearer perfection than the public men 
of other oountrioB, and their plans 
are. just as likely to -."gang aglee."

A TRIP TO CEUAR CREEK via ANT^ 
LER CREKK. 



Thero are about one hundred miners on 
Antler creek, doing but very liit'o just now, 
in the way ol moniy making. But as the 
most of tbe companies have done nothing so 
far other than making preparations to carrv 
on their work; better times are anticipated. 
On 

SNOW SHOE CBEBK, 

Twelve white men and twenty Chinamen are 
working here. Soctt & Go, are about ready 
to hydraulic ; the remainder of the companies 

are lafliing out but very little pold, if any. On 

ksitiilby's ciinKK. 
There are 22 while mon and 10 Uhioamon. 
Among the former about one-half is taking 
out rnorc or loss gold, while the other half is 
merely prospecting. Eleven of the Oliinamen 
above mentioned are sawing lumber and 
milking oilier piflimiuory prepartioii.^ to fliiine 
the bi;d of the crjck near its mouth, whore 
good piiy is supposed to exist. 

NORTU FORKS OF QDBSMEI,. 

From tbe forks ol Quesnel, up the north 
brunch, there are scattered along tbe river, 
six white men and ono bundred Cbiuamoiij 
all making more or lees, 

C0(iUET CREEK, 

Twenty cclesiiula are mining on lliis crook 
and aro rrportod to bo doin^; well. Thin 
croi k, which empties into South Folk lako 
two and a half milos beluw Ci dnr, is a fjciod 
Inokinj^ creek. 1; iu a mailer of rofjiot lliat 
it should have boon ubundomid to Cliiimmi'n 
when in such hard limes as we exporit-ncb 
now, many a broken miner cuuld have made 
then} 3 iiicQ living, while running the chance 
of striking something better. 

CEUAB OBEEK 

Is, to be sure, tbe most promising of all the 
crocks I visited in my late' rambles. About 
filiy whilo mon are working on this creek 
with more or loss fluoeess. The Aurora Co 
hud lust i^undiiy a lir-t dividend of 11 ir/,. to 
llio interest, with every iii(li(;i;!i(,ti thai tlitii 
claim will contiiuio to |iay ul the namu rule all 
tho eoason. 1 liardly ever saw ciich a lot ol 
good boys plodding along loguilier. The 
Aurora Company have tlmir lluino coinplotcd 
which is about 2i)(iO feel in len(;lh lo wlicro 
it dumps into Iho lake, thirty inohoa and 
twenty inches wide OO tho inside, with a reg- 
ular grade of foiir'lbohos"'" to every twolvu 
feet and is 1aid ba'(|qlld 6tringQrs,resling on 
mad sills. The bolloai !s paved with blocks 
two feet long on an average, end three and a 
half inches thick. For 1750 Icet it is laid io 
a straight lino and what will appear surpris- 
ing to some, stones weighing from ono hund- 
red to two hundred pounds aro cuiiied 
through it into Iho lako. rrevious lo the 
laying of tho flume, they were obliged to cIobi 
off a whole foroHi, of huge trees and under- 
wood. They struck the bud rock in theii 
claim, with tho head of tho fluiiio, .OO feet 
above tho lower lino and have a dump at the 
end of it of six feet six inobei above tbe level 
of tho water in the lake. A few weeks ago, 
thoir Hume, which was yet uofinisbed, got 
ooTor«d for Ud or twelve foel deep with tnil- 



ifjqe, owing to tho last fro.'^het, which caused 
BO much damage to William creek. Not- 
witbstooding all the dilTiauliics they had to 
contend witb, this, work was cotnpleted withiR 
two months, I have tbni expatiated oh th'l 
flume because I consider it to be the best put 
up work of tho kind in tho whole colony. It 
reflocts the greotest credit on the energy and 
industry of the foreman of the company, Mr 
Wm HaKoltino, and of tho crew who so ably 
seconded the e.xertioDs of thoir skillful cap- 
lain. On striking the bed rook ihoy got n 
proBpeol-of S2 25 to a pan of dirt, and I 
found tho company greatly elated about it 
when I arriyed. .1 shoDld.tbiok some of them 
were in rather too high spirits I ' Bat " boni 
soit^qui malypenae." The other companies 
areTor the most part taking out more or less 
pay. I may state that I saw on Cedar creek 
a most oonlented set ' of minors. None of 
them seemed lo care about walking on Sun- 
days and when the weather is fair they go 
racing on the lake, which abounds with fuh 
of a most excellent quality. A town has 
sprung up a fow hundred feet from tho lake ; 
it contains two etores, ono kopt by Mr Isuao 
Lipset and the other by Mr Gibson ; one res- 
taurant and a bulcher'a shop, both kept by a 
pon of the llowory kingdom. The boys speak 
very highly of him, as he gives unlimited 
"jawbone" to any one who appUea for it, 
which is saying a good deal for a Mongolian 
.Mr Sellers is putting up the most substantial 
building in Ibe oamp and will bo ready to 
open it as a hotel in a week or two. 

GENERAL ASPECT Or THE COUNTRT. 

South fork is probably tho most beautiful 
iilieet of water in British Ooluiabia, ostond- 
nig us it does froiii a spur of the rocky 
mountuing, down to within a few miles of 
the fork,? of Quesnel, boing no leas than from 
SO to 100 miles long. Nuineroui cricks, 
which seem eiiperfieially to have all Uio signs 
ol being gold bearing, find iheir ontlols into 
this luke. The scenery along tho lake is 
most b'. autiful, and vegetation grows thero 
most lusnrianily. From Iho fact of my pick- 
leg up aijy amount of ripe strawberries, on 
th:: Gist of July, at the lower end of tho lake, 
I inferred that tho temperature must'- bo a 
good deal mildejl: there thooJip bcfej_ J' in 
mooh to bo regfe'tted that the atlenlion of the 
government was not directed to Ibis vas 
scope of unprospectcd countiy, when it was 
filling up, at such heavy cost, ttio csploriog 
parties wLifli eiulcd to disastrously. The 
result might liavo been \xr^ diffeicnt. I du 
Dot raiiko this remaik out of any spirit of 
criticisin, lor I believe no blunin can bo at- 
tached to any occ. All hope is not jot lost, 
however. Several parlies arc now explor- 
ing this section of country, and wo may; at 
any inomeol, hero soma good news from 
that quarter. The evening before I left 
Cedar creek, a Spaniard and two other white 
men camo in from a creek emptying into the 
lake forly-Dve miles above tbe latter. Ttiey 
reported having found sonic gold, hut deolia- 
cd saying what (itiuiility. They were to re- 
turn aker liaviiig bought some nupplies. 
H;ul tho ealiio cniount ol cupiul aud labor 
been expuuded on iLo otlirr aide ol Raid 
.Mountain, as has been on this 1 have no 
doubt thai good diggings would have been 
Btruck. Cedar creek has been known jsircJ 
'68 or '50, and still no great amount of pros- 
pecting had been done there till last sam- 
mer. How many such creeks there are in 
that section of.cunntry, ultimate prospects 
and time alone will tell.

Is still on his feet, doing tbe piloting on 
tbo lako at a very reduced price. If tho 
trails bo has opened tbrongh tbo wilds huvo 
done him more harm than good thus far, 
Ihey prove at least to be of great bonefit lo 
the pcoplo on Coquet and Cedar creek-i, and 
to pro.^pectors generully in iliat portion of tho 
country, ('aptiiin Mitcliell deserves to buc« 
';ecd in his undertaking, and no one wishes it 
more heartily ihun niyseif.
